Still within the weird precints of 
thts aemi-Weaternisedeity | of long dia 
tances, corrospondenta of the waeld’s 
newspapers fret und fume inordinataly, 
Held captive by the red tapa of gover- 
nmmental procrastination they " beguile 
the leaden-footed hours, looking with

Early in the morning 
ho cummenced to collect round ‘the welcome 
arch, und by two-thirty o'clock, tho time 
for the arrival of the ships’ officers, ho waa 
there in his thousnnda and jubilant to the 
last man. One had just to dismiss from 
one'd mind the kimonos and clogs to fancy 
one'e-self back in Europe on some great 
occasion, for the recone, with the slight 
axception af costume, was exactly similar, 
Given heroes to welcome in London the 
crowd would behave just as the Japanese 
behaved hore when their heroes were to 
be honoured, They would choor thomsel ves 
hoarse, they would cry “banzai,’ if they 
had the word or its equivalent in English 
--uptil their very tongues would refuso 
to act further,and they would push 
and scramble to bo a9 near, and touch, 
if possible, the object of their ephemeral 
worship 

Thwnderous applause greeted every 
European who entored the park yostar- 
day, and enclt une was the centre of a 
wild crush, which the police could not pos. 
sibly prevent, fight as they might. Long 
arins, stort prms, clean arias, and dirty 
arma, renched out in thousands to try und 
touch one, and that heing accomplished in 
several cnses at once the owners of the for- 
tunate arms would be satisfied and with- 
draw themselves aa muchas they could in 

their neighboura a chance of 
doing likewise. Meantime ‘banzai, ban. 
zai’ rung in one's ones with thrilling and 
deafening effect, und it was almost un- 
nerving to stand in tho midst of the vast 
ctushing throng ‘and gazo on tho varnest 
up-turned faces, and view the types of 
hands which were striving to touch somo 
part of one’s head or clothing. Tt burt, 
hut it all served to present the Japanese in

At the dinner at night the Occidental 
urip upon the nation was mado oven more 
nwnifest, fur there « company of somo 
hundreds of gentlemen, half European and 
half Japanese, were seated together, and 
were it not for the difforenco in skin-color.

saying that half were not Europonn, for all 
were dressed exactly ike, and with 
sartorial correctness, in the orthodox glory 
of shirt front and dress suit. This, in the 
capital city of an Oriental country, where 
ony would expect to soo the costumes of 
tho nation displayed in all their splondor, 
ie a thing which atrikon the Westernised 
mind with singular foros, But every day 
Japan is adopting the Yuropead ideal, and, 
iv particular, the nation turns to Great 
britain as an example of all that is bast in 
commercial, political, and s6cial life. The 
hall whoreiu this mooting of East and 
West took placo was decorated just as uro 
the halls of England or Australia on similar 
occasions, and wmonget the ornamentation 
was juat rach a conceit as would etrike any 
Britigh d:corntor proparlug for a similar 
function. it waa a ropresentation of the 
two cruisors in greenery.
